EXPLOSION MAKES 
GAMBLERS QUAKE 


Terrific Concussion Hurts Two 
Men and Stirs Neighbor- 
hood of John 0’Mal- 
ley’s Saloon. 


BOMB WRECKS BASEMENT. 


But Dynamiter’s Guess Is Poor 
One and He Damages Wrong 
Building, Then Disap- 
pears from Scene. 


The neighborhood of North Clark and Kin- 
zie streets, dominated by John F. O’Malley’s 
saloon and gambling house, was shaken by a 
tremendous explosion of nitroglycerin or 
dynamite at 5:15 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Windows in three big buildings along 
Kinzie street were shattered and two men 
were thrown down and injured by the con- 
cussion. 

The explosion from all appearances marked 
the second attempt within a month to wreck 
O'Malley’s place. It is another chapter in 
the story of the reign of terror in the present 
gamblers’ war. It is the opinion of the police 
that the men who threw the explosive were 
the same gang of ex-constables and criminals 
who have been using this desperate method 
to force themselves back on the pay roll of 
the big gambling syndicates, from which 
they were separated a few months ago. 

Either through an accident, through a mis- 
take of the buildings, or because of fright, 
the “soup” throwers got into the wrong 
basement. O' Malley's place was about the 
only one on the north side of Kinzie street 
that escaped damage, The explosive was 
thrown in a basement entrince identical in 
appearance with O’Malley’s, but leading into 
the gaSfitters’ workshop of the Carmichael 
Stove company at 17-199 Kinzie street, three 
buildings east of O’Malley’s. 

Basement Wrecked; No Robbery. 

The Carmichael building, three stories built 
of brick, received the principal damage. The 
basement was a mass of broken glass and fix- 
tures. Four heavy doors were blown down. 
Nearly all the windows in the upper part of 
the building were broken. The office of the 
steve company was undisturbed except for 
the débris blown in through the huge gap in 
the front window.

ENDS LONG, BITTER FIGHT. 


Measure Is Retroactive and WII „Le- 
gitimatize Thousands.

LONDON, Aug. 25.— After agitation ex- 
tending over half a century marriage with 
a deceased wife’s sister soon will be made 
legal in England, the bill before parliament 
having passed the committee stage in the 


hovee of lords. 

Opponents of the measure fought strenv- 
ously to the last, but the time worn argu 
mx pts failed to have the effect they had in 
previous years. The idea that marriages of 
the kind were immoral came into Britain 
with the reformation, thet zealous main- 
tainer of the sanctity of Christian matrimo- 
ny, Henry VIII., having sought to crystallize 
in an act of parliament his rejection of papal 
supremacy, and in striking at the pope's 
cluim to grant dispensations he imposed 
upon English ecclesiastical law the Levitical 
code of marriage. 

Origin of the Law. 

What is known as Lord Lyndhurst’s act, 
passed in 1835, making marriage with a de- 
ceused wife’s sister null and void, also owed 
its inception to purely personal reasons. 
Lyrdhurst’s act, in fact, helonged to the 
“chronique scandaleuse of English polit- 
leat life. A famous duke had contracted an 
alliance of the kind and approached the 
charcellor of the day, Lord Lyndhurst, with 
the object of getting an act of parliament 
po ssed making the legitimacy of his matri- 
monial venture beyond dispute, Lyndhurst 
put through parliament an act making all 
existing marriages with deceased wives’ sis- 
ters valid an@ making them illegal in the 
future, thereby obliging his ducal friend and 
at the same time propitiating the clergy. 

As the origin of the law is curious, so also 
has been the conflict, for it has shown a phe- 
nomenon rare in English history, the partici- 
pation of princes of the blood royal, who sel- 
dom, in whatever part they played behind the 
scenes, mingled in the actual fray. Time after 
time the present king, when, prince of Wales, 
voted in favor of the passage of the bill 
legalizing marriages of this sort. 

Royal support on one occasion, in 1896, 
carried the bill through the house of lords, 
but the commons refused to take it into con- 
sideration. It was then a private measure, 
and the bill now before parliament is the first 
in the history of the conflict that has been 
sponsored by the government. 


Will Legitimatize Thousands. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury in an im- 
passioned appeal to the lords to throw out the 
bill contended that in its effect upon the 
life and morality of the people of the 
country the change would cause more dis- 
tress and inconvenience than it would 
alleviate, and that the general tendency

It is estimated about 1,800 such unions are 
contracted every year and that about 9,000 
children are born “ illegitimate.’’ 

‘The bill, which now eis held to be safe, will 
be speedily entered upon the statute book. 
It has a retroactive effect and will legalize 
all marriages with deceased wives’ sisters 
that have taken place since 1835, though it 
will not disturb property which may have 
changed hands under the old law.

HARNESSES SUN 10 ENGINE 


Noted Inventor Uses Farmer's 
Hotbed to Raise Power. 


TURNS LIGHT INTO HEAT. 


Commercial Use of Solar Rays Made 
Possible, Frank Shuman Says. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—By 
using the principle of the common hotbed 
by which farmers grow fresh vegetables in 
the dead of winter, Frank Shuman, engineer 
and chemist, thinks he has solved the old 
problem of converting the heat of the sun 
into power at such a low cost that its com- 
mercial use ig possible. 

He has now running an engine that gets its 
power from the sun and it 1s so simple that 
a child can operate it. Shuman, who ts the 
inventor of the concrete file used in all 
skyscrapers and the wire glass, says his 
machine will revolutionize the motive power 
of the world. 

On the Shuman property tn Tacony there 
is what looks like a big hotbed, 18x60 feet. 
Ii is simply a big wooden box sunk into the 
ground and covered with a double top of or- 
dinary hothouse glass, with a one inch air 
space between the layers. 

Instead of being filled with vegetables, 
however, it is filled with colled tron pipes. 
These pipes, which are filled with ether, 
connect with a small upright engine hard by. 


Sun Does Work of Fuel. 

The circuit is known as a closed one”’; 
that is, the ether in the pipes is converted 
to vapor in the big box, passes through the 
engine, developing three and a half horse 
power, thence into a condenser, and back 
again to the hot box. 

No fuel is used, the heat of the sun being 
relied upon to convert the liquid into vapor. 
In thé tropics water could take the place 
of ether, Shuman says. 

The light rays of the sun in this latitude 
can be converted into heat and they will 
yield high temperatures.

Hop Consolidation Will Facilitate Business Methods and Yet Make Popular Control Easier. |

HE movement for a new charter for 
Chieago arose from a desire for (1) 
_ pnity in the local government; (2) 
municipal powers suitable to a cos- 
mopolitan city; (3) revenue suffi- 
cient to maintain a great city; and (4) 
abolition of the so-called“ justice shops.“ 
There were other reasons why a new 
charter was desirable, and important 
ones; but these were the main motives 
common to practically all citizens who 
helped to secure the charter amendment, 
authorizing a reorganizaton of our local 
system. i. 

The multiplicity and confusion of the 
local governing badies; the outgrown vil- 
lage charter, too short and small for the 
rapidly developing metropolis: the pover- 
ty of the city and its urgent need of 
larger funds; the vicious system of justice 
courts——these were the arguments em- 
ployed to convince the legislature of the 
necessity of a special law for Chicagu; 
to persuade the electors of the state of 
Illinois’ to adopt ‘the proposed charter 
amendment; to secure the calling of a 
charter convention, and to obtain the 
passage & a charter bill through the 
legislature, | 

The justice shops wom abolished by 
the act of 1905. In what measure have 
the remaining objects been attained in 
the proposed charter, and in what mode? 
This question I shall discuss in the 
following articles, and endeavor to an- 
swer. Whatever part prejudice and par- 
tisanship may play in the final disposi- 
tion of the charter, every citizen owes it 
to himself and his city to make an im- 
partial preliminary examination of a doc- 
ument so important to the future develop- 
ment of this community.

to them by the state legislature. Each 
is a separate governing body, exercising 
its authority either wholly or in part lu- 
dependently of all ot the others and re- 
sponsible to the governor of the staie, 
the Circuit court judges of the county, 
the mayor of the city, or the people, as 
the case may be. Chicago is, in fact, a 
confederation of local governments in- 
stead of being a unified and consolidated 
city. It is time to get together in a gov- 
ernmental way. 

The charter provides for the consolida- 
tion of these local governing bodies into 
one city government. The board of edu- 
cation and the public library board are 
made departments of the eity govern- 
ment, while the five park boards are com- 
bined in one board of nine members, ap- 
pointed by the mayor. Three members 
must be chosen from each side of the 
city; however. The legal and financial 
rights and obligations of these bodies are, 
of course, transferred to the city. 

— 

This plan insures, in the first place, 
central control of finances. There wiil 
be one central authority, which will have 
control over the appropriations for ail 
municipal purposes. | 
* In the case of schools, parks, and pub- 
lic library, application for appropriations 
will be made by these departments to the 
council for funds, but one unified budget 
must be voted for the entire city. Inde- 
pendent tax levies and independent bond 
issues will be no longer permissible, but 
the revenues and the credit of the city 
will be in charge of one central and re- 
sponsible authority. At present each 
governing body drives ahead, securing 
what it can, and spending it with little 
or no regard to the others. That one uni- 
fied authority can dispense the funds of 


local governments. Ten years ago there the community more wisely and econom- 


were about twenty of these local gov- 
ernments, although Chicago was a unit, 
geographically, commercially, * socially, 
and politically. There were seven towns 
wholly within the city, and five partly 
within: the county, the sanitary district, 
the North, West, and South park boards, 
the board of education, the public library 
board, and finally the city corporate. 
The towns are now practically abolished, 
with their financial functions transferred 
to the county, and their judicial functions 
to the new Municipal courts. The county 
and the sanitary district, under the terms 
of the charter amendment, cannot be con- 
solidated with the city, and some system 
of unification must be worked out in the 
future. There remain, then, eight loca] 
governing bodies which may be combined. 
These are the city corporate, the board 
of education, the public library board, 
the North, West, and South park boards, 


ically than eight separate governments 
can searcely be doubted. This involves 
no reflection on the ability or honesty of 
the present governing boards of these va- 
rious bodies, for the evil is inherent in the 
system itself rather than peculiar to par- 
ticular individuals. 

Consolidation also secures local control 
over local finances instead of state con- 
trol. At present the income of Chicago is 
divided at Springfield. ‘The legislature de- 
termines on what shall be given to each 
of the parks, how much to each of the two 
school funds, how much to the public li- 
brary, and how much to the city proper. 
At no time, however, have all of these 
various needs ever been considered to- 
gether and balanced one against the other. 
A mill here and a mill there, a bond issue 
here and another bond issue there, have 
been authorized; but no systematic con- 
sideration given to the relative merits of 


Each of these bodies 


these local demands. Under the consoli- 
dated system, one local authority consid- 
ering the various needs of the city as a 
whole will determine how much should 
be appropriated to each department. The 
haphazard plan will be replaced by a busi- 
ness system. f 


Furthermore, Chicago has reached a 
point where unity in respect to recreation 
facilities especially is absolutely indis- 
pensable. We must have one city plan, 
including the whole ¢ity, north, south, and 
west, business center, residence districts, 
lake front, boulevards, small parks, play- 
grounds, neighborhood centers, outer park 
belt, and all. We cannot well carry on 
this work if we must rely upon the co- 
operation of all of the governments now 
concerned. This unified plan and its 
physical and financial execution require 
one central authority dealing with the 
park problem as a unit. The proper, 
speedy, and economical treatment of the 
park situation does not concern any one 
side or section of the city alone, but is a 
matter of common interest to the entire 
community. For this purpose one park 
board is better than five. 

As incidental advantages of park con- 
solidation, it should be observed that 
under the provisions of the proposed char- 
ter park employés are placed under the 
merit system. This plan has been, to some 
extent, voluntarily adopted in some of 
the parks, but in many instances park po- 
sitions have been used as political jobs. 
Under the charter these places would be 
placed under civil service regulations, as 
are other employés of the municipality. 
Furthermore, the park police, some 200 
in number, will be made a part of the city 
police force, instead of being independent 
organizations, as at present. 


dike 

So far as consolidation is concerned the 
charter certainly carries out the original 
purposes of the charter movement. The 
act of 1901 abolished town assessors and 
collectors; the act of 1905 abolished town 
constables and justices of the peace; the 
charter act completes the work of con- 
solidation, excepting the inclusion of the 
county and the sanitary district, which 
could not, under the terms of the consti- 
tutional amendment, be consolidated. The 
charter makes possible a united Chicago, 
with central control over all local policies 
and local finances. 

In brief, the consolidation features of 
the charter facilitate both business 
methods and democratic control. The 
unified financial authority makes possible 
systematic methods and business econo- 
mies; and at the same time makes popu- 
lar control easier by centralizing definite- 
ly authority and responsibility. A compli- 
cated system of local government, such as 
we now have, immensely increases the 
difficulty of securing a government prop- 
erly responsive to the popular will. It is 
both unbusinesslike and undemocratic. 
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EXPECT A BIG REGISTRATION 


Opportunity Tomorrow to Quali- 
fy for Charter Election, 


50,000 NOT ON POLL LISTS. 


Law Requires Registration Every Two 
Years and Many Names Wiped Off. 


Tomorrow is the only day of registration 
for the special charter election Sept. 17. 
Not only is the charter to be voted on next 
month but also an amendment to the Mu- 
nicipal courts act, and the citizen who is not 
registered now or who does not register to- 
morrow cannot vote on either proposition. 

The politicians are figuring that there are 
now 60,000 unregistered votes in Chicago. 
This may be inside the number if only the 
persons who are entitled to vote and whose 
names are not yet on the registry books are 
considered, but that there are that number 
of citizens; who are in the habit of voting at 
practically every election and who are not 
now qualified is not believed. 


Movers and “Leap Tear“ Voters. 

Unregistered voters at an election like next 
month’s belong to two classes—those who 
move frequently and are consequently forced 
to register for every election, and those 
wo never take the trouble to qualify to vote 
except at a presidential election. As à rule 
the democrats suffer most by a failure to 
register from the first class and the repub- 
licans from similar inaction by the second; 
consequently both parties are doing their 
best to get as full a registration tomorrow 
as possible, each claiming that the larger 
the number of voters turned out the better 
for its chances at the election. 

This time the persons who go to the polls 
only at presidential elections, “‘leap year 
voters, as they are called by the politicians, 
have to be taken into account. A large num- 
ber of them probably do not know it, but if 
they failed to register anew for the congres- 
sional election last fall their names are not 
now on the registry books. The fact that 
they have not moved since 1904 makes no 
difference. There is a new registration every 
two years, and all old names are wiped off. 
These persons must register tomorrow if 
they expect to vote on the charter. The 
movers also will have to register. Those 
who are not now living where they voted last 
spring will have to get their names on the 
polling books. 


No Basis for Predictions. 

The men accustomed to base election pre- 
dictions on registration figures are at sea 
as to what a heavy or a light registration 
tomorrow would indicate. It, of course, 
goes without saying that a heavy registra- 
tion would mean an extraordinary interest 
in the result, and in a general way it is con- 
ceded that the greater the interest the bet- 
ter the chances for the charter. However, 
while the democratic party is opposing the 
charter and the republicans advocating it, 
it has been found impossible to draw party 
lines closely in the contest and the old time 
ward figures will not be as much of a guide 


as they have been heretofore.

Police Think Woman Turned On Gas 
After He Had Retired. 


In the deaths of Charles Jacobson, 49 years 
old, and his wife, Matilda, 48 years old, who 
were found dead from gas asphyxiation in 
their bed at their home, 565 West Erie street, 
at 11 o’clock last night, the police of the 
West Chicago avenue Station believe they 
have a murder and suicide mystery. 

The man was undressed, while the woman 
was attired ina wrapper. The police believe 
this supports their theory of suicide and 
murder. It is their opinion that the woman 
was the last one up and that she turned on 
the gas while her husband slept, after which 
she lay down on the bed and awaited the end. 


Despondency the Cause. 

Despondency on the part of both over the 
enforced idleness of the husband, who was 
a striking printer, is believed to have been 
the motive for the double crime. Jacobson 
has not worked since the typographical strike 
of two years ago, and when the funds of the 
strikers was stopped a year ago both are 
- said by neighbors and friends to have be- 
come downhearted. 

The bodies were discovered by their son- 

in-law, Frank Wileon, 480 West Huron 
street, as a result of a premonition that all 
was not well on the part of his wife, the 
daughter of the couple. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacobson had been going to 
the home of their daughter and son-in-law 
for Sund&y dinner for several months, with 
the exception of yesterday. When they did 
not appear, and no word had been received 
from them up to a late hour, Mrs. Wilson 
asked her husband to go to their home and 
learn the cause. | 

When the latter found the house dark and 
all the doors locked he battered in the kitchen 
door and he was almost knocked down by the 
odor of escaping gas. After allowing the 
gas to escape he cautiously made his way 
into the room and traced the flow to the bed- 
room occupied by his wife’s parents. 


Bodies Found in Bed. 

He managed to turn off both jets in the 
room and after the room had been cleared 
sufficiently of the gas he discovered the 
bodies of his relatives lying on the bed. 

A search of the house for any possible clew 
to the motive was made, but no letters or 
notes of any kind that would throw light 
on it were found. P

POLICEMAN RIDDLED BY SHOT 


Wounded in 100 Places by Men 
He Is Marching to Station. 


CAR THIEVES RESIST ARREST 


Gun Used by One of Trio Nabbed Beside 
Illinois Central Tracks. 


When trying to march three freight car 
robbers to the Kensington police station, 
Patrolman Edward H. Brink was seriously 
wounded at 3:30 o'clock yesterday morning, 
receiving more than a hundred wounds 1. om 
a shotgun discharged by one of the trio 
Covered with blood, he dragged himself to 
the station, more than a mile away. he 
three men escaped. 

Brink had cornered the three men In a 
ditch beside a freight car on the Lilinols 
Central tracks at One Hundred and Twenty- 
third street. He was traveling his beat 
when he heard the voices of the men behind 
a train of cars and began an investigation. 
Before he could reach the track on which 
the cars stood he was intercepted by a pass- 
ing freight train, and after waiting for that 
to pass he found that the men whose voices 
he had heard had slipped away. 


Finds Box Car Plundered. 

He began a search among the cars and dis- 
covered one of them, containing boxes of dry 
goods, with the door pried open and several 
of the boxes broken into. He climbed on 
top of the car and, looking about him, dis- 
covered three men hiding in the ditch parallel 
to the tracks. Each of the men carried a 
sack containing goods which Brink con- 
cluded had been stolen from the car. 

The policeman descended to the ground and 
commanded the men to come out of the ditch. 
They did so and he ordered them to walk in 
front of him to the station, when without 
warning the first of the three men wheeled 
about. He raiged a shotgun, which he had 
carried partly concealed under his coat, and 
fired both barrels at the policeman. 

As Brink fell the men turned and ran down 
the tracks in the direction of Dolton. 

After reaching the station the policeman 
was taken to the home of relatives at 848 
Erickson avenue, Pullman. ‘ 


Suspects Not Identified. 

A score of policemen were detajled to search 
for the men, who were described as Italians 
by Brink, and ten suspects were locked up at 
the police station, but none was identified 
when taken before the wounded policeman.

New Yorker Succumbs After Ex- 
periment on. Self with Poison. 


TESTS WITH CARBOLIC ACID. 


Dr. S. D. Powell, Long Known as Au- 
thority on Scientific Methods. Gs 


Greenwich, Conn., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—In 
an effort to demonstrate that alcohol wae an 
antidote to carbolic acid, Dr. Seneca D. Pow- 
ell of New York and this village, frequently 
swallowed what would have been a fatal 
dose of the poison and then took alcohol. 
Many of the doctor’s experiments were made 
in the presence of classes at the New York 
Post-Graduate Medical school. 

Dr. Powell died today at his home on North 
street, here, and it lo believed that his ex- 
periments with the acid were the direct cause 
of death. He had been in bad health for 
three years, but his illness took a more seri- 
ous turn two weeks ago. 


Demonstrates His Belief. 
It was in 1899 that he announced to the 
medical profession his belief in the efficacy 
of alcohol as an antidote in cases of carbolic 
acid poisoning. He demonstrated at that 
time before the Medical Society of the County 
of New York that clear carbolic acid could 
be rubbed on the hands freely and allowed 
to remain for several seconds without in- 
jury to the skin, if alcohol were then ap- 
plied. He reported at that time that he had 
seen three persons saved who had taken 
carbolie acid, 

Lecturer of Authority. 
Dr. Powell was vice president of the pan- 
American medical congress in 1895 and vice 
president of the New York State Medical 
society in 1898. At the time of his death he 
was secretary of the faculty at the Post- 
Graduate Medical school and its senior pro- 
fessor of surgery. He was a lecturer and 
writer of authority on several specialties, 
including brain surgery and the treatment of 
infected wounds. 
Dr. Powell was 60 years old. His widow 
and twin daughters, Emily and Isabelle. sur- 
vive him. The funeral will take place on 
Tuesday, probably at St. Mary’s Catholic 
church,

TAFT CHOKES OFF 


CAMPAIGN WHOOP| 


Secretary on Trip Shows Lack 


of Sympathy with “Rah 
Rah” Methods. 


ROOSEVELT IDEAS STRONG 


President’s Policy Deemed Safe 
and Sane by Loyal Host Ready 
to Aid Cause. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Aug. 25.—[S8pecial.] 
As the series of “ keynote ’’ speeches now 
being delivered in various parts of the coun- 
try by Secretary Taft progress it is becom- 
ing evident that his Columbus utterance 
was designed for national consumption, 
while others touch upon minor keys, their 
dominating notes applying chiefly to local 
issues. 


This is especially true of the Oklahoma 


talk, which was devoted carefully to a dis- 
cussion, and incidentally a denunciation, of 


_the proposed new state constitution. Now 


this constitution is a burning issue with the 
residents of the twin territories, but the re- 
mainder of the country probably will be 
able to sleep at night whether it is adopted 
or not. 

Broadly, then, such national interest as is 


attached to Taft’s little swing around the 


southwest rests in its present and probable 
effect upon the action of the next national 
republican convention: or, in other words, 
its bearing upon the rotund war secretary's 
chances for the presidency. 


Still Hunt for Delegates? 

While there is considerable effort to create 

an impression that Mr. Taft is not out on 
a preliminary still hunt for delegates, there 
fs no reason to doubt that his trip, at least 
in the southwest, is regarded in this light to 
some extent, and that it is giving a per- 
ceptib.e impetus to what may soon be spoken 
of as the Taft boom, not that Taft is himself 
saying anything about running for presi- 
Gent. On this topic he is silent. Nor do 
well meant intithations succeed in drawing a 
direct utterance from him. 
Last Friday a number of prominent re- 
publicans entertained Secretary Taft at 
Juncheon at the Noonday club in St. Louis, 
and Judge Franklin Ferris in a little speech 
spoke of him as the next president, impaling 
the genial Ohioan with an interrogating eye 
as he did so. There was a burst of applause, 
and Judge Ferris, having launched his bolt, 
sat down, expecting at least some recogni- 
tion, even if deprecatory of the compliment, 
but Taft simply continued to wear that ex- 
pansive smile he always has on tap, and not 
aw said he. 

Hefe in Oklahoma it was the game. The 
word had been quietly passed among re- 
publican po.iticians in Kansas, Texas, Ar- 
kansas, and the territories that Taft's visit 
here would be the occasion of a sort of pre- 
liminary lineup, when applications for seats 
on the Taft band wagon would be taken 
notice of, so to speak. 


Taft Chokes Off “Yawp.”’ 


This led to a notable personal gathering. 
Several statesmen were on hand with a well 


defined plan to get in a Taft for president 


yawp if half a chance offered, and were pre- 
pared to lay sun@ry delegations at his feet on 
slight encouragement, in order to provide a 
Way and means for ali this. A banquet was 
planned to take place after Taft had deliv- 


„ ed his speech. When Taft heard about 


the banquet he at once proceeded to politely 
choke it off, which was accomplished; and so 


a few Taft for president boomlets had to 


remain om the shelf, until time provides an- 
other opportunity. 

But this did not prevent a good deal of ear 

whispering, a favorite southwestern political

was that (next, of course, to Teddy, who has

It should not be assumed, from this fealty 
to Roosevelt, that the southwest does not 
admire Taft on his own account.

Not a Partisan Crowd.

It was said today in local railroad circles 
that the attention of Chicago’s mayor was 
directed to Mr. Wilgus as the man for the 
job of electrifying Chicago’s steam raſtway 
terminale by Bion J. Arnold, formerly of 
the New York Central’s engineering staff, 
and who now is consulting engineer for Chi- 
cago’s transit commission. ~ 
Mr. Arnold and Mr. Wiigus have been on 
terms of the greatest friendship for many 
years. It was said also that Mr, Wilgus“ 
resignation from the New York Central was 
to place him in a position to 2 an offer · 
from Chicago. While résigning from active 
participation in the management of the New 
York Central he will remain in its employ 
as consulting engineer, with a salary almost 
equal to that which he is at present drawing 
as vice president.

Mayor Busse's determination to put an end 
to the smoke nuisance by means of electrify- 
ing the steam rallroads within the city Umits 
has taken many of the railroads by surprige. 

Officials of some of the roads said yester- 
day they were not prepared to discuss the 
subject, while others declared the time for 
considering electrification is not ripe. As an 
excuse for not desiring the question of a 
change of motive power to be raised at the 
present time, it was asserted that the prob- 
lem of track elevation first must be solved. 

This was r given by Daniel Will- 
ard, seco vice president of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. 

„This is not the time to begin consider- 
ing such a question.“ said Mr. Willard. Of 
course, Iam speaking only for the Burlington 
railroad. Our road is certainly not paying 
any attention to' the question and I haven't 
héard that any other road is doing so, 

„We still have the problem of elevating 
our Chicago terminals to solve, We are en- 
deavoring to carry out as fast as we can our 
agreement with the city to elevate our 
tracks. They will take at least three years 
to complete. Other roads are in the same 
position. 


Says Smoke Can Be Abated. 

“This matter must be settled first before 
electrification can be considered. To at- 
tempt to electrify our locomotives while track 
elevation is in progress would add doubly 
to the confusion and make traffic almost im 
possible. 
“ Electrification would mean a tremendous 
expense to the railroads without any bene- 
fits to them. I think the roads are burdened 
enough as it 1s. 
What is the object of electrification? The 
answer is te Uminate black smoke from 
the atmosphe.«. That can be done without 
resorting, to such drastic measures. It is 
only a question of intelligent firing on loco- 
motives. I know and I speak as an expert, 
because I have fired an engine myself. 
We are doing all we can to reduce smoke 
Our 
instructions to our firemen, if carried out, 
would almost do away with smoke, but the 
men cannot always be watched. Smoke 
from factories, I am positive, can be eliminat- 
ed absolutely by careful firing and by smoke 
consuming devices, 
Jam not now in a position to say what 
our road would do if the question of elec- 
trification were brought officially to its no- 
tice. As matters stand now with reference 
to track elevation, it would not be wise to 
force this question upon the roads,”’ 


Illinois Central Is Interested. 
Officials of the Illinois Central railroad 
have watched with interest the operation 
nf the electrified suburban lines of the New 
York Central railroad in New York. 

The Illinois Central for several years has 
had the matter of electrification of the sub- 
urban lines under consideration, but appar- 
ently the officials have been waiting for some 
other road to take the initiative. The prac- 
tical working of the electrified New York 
Central lines in New York City is an absolute 
demonstration of the feasibility of the plan. 
Now that the question again has been taken 
up in earnest by Mayor Busse, the primary 
object. being to put an end to the smoke nuls- 
ance and make Chicago a cleaner city, the 
lilinoia Central probably will be the first 
read in Chicago to electrify its suburban 
service. 

With the IHinois Central it has been a ques- 
tion of whether electrification ig practicable. 
It has more than 250 suburban trains in oper- 
ation daily, and the question of whether 
‘snow ‘would not greatly hinder traffic in 
winter has been a serious one. President 
Harahan has expressed himself as favoring 
immediate electrification of the Illinoig sub- 
urban lines when that style of motive power 
has been. demonstrated as practicable under 
all conditions. 


Considered by the Northwestern. 
Officials of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad also have had the subject under 
consideration for some time. The North- 
western road operates in the neighborhood of 
220 suburban trains a day and with the of- 
ficials of this railroad, as with the Illinois 


awaiting an absolute demonstration of its 
practicability. 

Marvin Hughitt, president of the Cr’ cago 
and Northwestern railroad, said: 

“I have noticed that Mayor Busse ts study- 
ing the electrified roads in New York City.

Woman Tourist Tells of Horror 


and Torture of Starving. 
EATS MOSS AND HER SHOES. 


Peasant Passing Gorge Hears Groans 
and Rescues Victim.

GENEVA, Aug. 25.—The Swiss woman who 
was lost in the Alps near Loeche-Les-Bain 
for twenty days is Mme. Schopfer. She re- 
covered her senses today and was able to tell 
the doctor a story of the terrible ordeal 
through which she passed. 

Her doctor believes that it will take a long 
time for her mind to recover if it ever does 
completely, though there is every likelihood 
of her physical recovery. Her survival the 
doctor Gescribes as the greatest miracle he 
ever saw or heard of. 


Loses Her Way in Gorge. 
To the doctor she told how, on the morning 


‘of Aug. 1, she walked along the bank of ine 


river Dala, intending to return to her hotel 
for luncheon. Fascinated by: the scenery, 
she penetrated further up the gorge and lost 
her way. She added: 

Wulle retracing my steps I fell, I don’t 
know how many feet, into a cave. I was 


“horrified to find that owing to the steep and 


slippery stone sides I was unabie to climb 
out. 

J tzhouted all that day and night for 
help until my voice was so hoarse that I 
was unable to shout. I ate my last two 
pieces of chocolate, and continually drank 
water, which trickled through the rocks. 

Another day came and went, and yet an- 
other. I forgot how many because I must 
have become delerious. The village church, 
the top of the steeple of which I could see 
from my Mving tomb, seemed my only hope. 
I prayed daily to the steeple’s cross for deliv- 
erance. 

„On Sundays especially I suffered terrible 
mental torture, when I heard the bells peal- 
ing and the choir singing practically within 
a stone’s throw, while I lay dying by inches. 


Eats Moss and Her Shoes. 

“YT cannot describe my hunger. Often I 
dreamed of bread and biscuits, which some- 
times seemed to be dancing in the air before 
my eyes. I ate grass, moss, and my leather 
Shoes. Gradually I became a skeleton and 
my clothes fell from me. 

% had plenty of money in my purse, which 
I would willingly have exchanged for a piece 
of bread. On two nights rain soaked me, 
and on several days the heat was so great 
that I was glad to wet my head and sprinkle 
my clothes. 

‘* My voice commenced to return gradually. 
I took good care of it, crying softly at in- 
tervals during the day when I thought peo- 
ple might be passing my tomb, but in vain. 

“Slowly my strength failed until I was 

unable to stand without placing my hands 
on the rocks. Heavens! how I suffered from 
hunger. Towards the end I became des-

ness and I remember no more.”

Mulal Hafid is.reported to have written 
his brother commanding him to abandon 
the throne, which, in the opinion of native 
officials here, he will probably be obliged 
to do. The natives, it is presumed, will as- 
semble at Marakesh in order to inaugurate 
a jehad 

This, the scrreapendent says, seems to him 
o be unlikely from what is known of Mulai 
Hafid’s character. It seems more probable 
that he will march north and seize Rabat, 
whence he can easily campaign against his 
brother if the latter resists. 


Tranquil Regime Expected. 

The correspondent is inclined to believe 
that the accession of Mulai Hafid will guar- 
antee a strong Moorish government andthat 
comparative tranquillity ultimately will en- 
sue. It is almost certain that he will do 
his dest to protect European interests in the 
coast towns and render unnecessary the 
further disembarkation of foreign troops 
and that he will attempt to quiet the exist- 
ing fanatical sentiment among the tribes 
by proposing to negotiate with the French 
for the evacuation of Casablanca. 

It is not believed that Mulal Hafid desires 
to kill or injure his brother, as he hagalways 
been fond of him, and if Abdul Aziz Will re- 
sign the throne it is believed that Mulai Hafid 
will make him a eufficient allowance. 


Clemenceau Resumes Control. 

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Premier Clemenceau, 
who returned from Carlsbad and Munich to- 
day, has assumed active direction of the 
Moroccan situation, which developed during 
his absence. He conferred with Foreign Min- 
ister Pichon, War Minister .Picquart, and 
Minister of Marine Thomson, who met him at 
the station, and tomorrow will go to Ram- 
boulillet to see President Fallieres. . 

The Joutnal Des Debats in an editérial as 
to the. effect 6f M. Clemenceau's return on 
the Moroccan situation, says: 

He knows the sentiments of the sov- 
ereigns and the dispositions of the chancel 
lors. He ought to know that politics today 
not. only is most uncertain but. also most: 
costly and that calm and conservatism are 
essential.” 


Spanish Cabinet Divided. 


MADRID, Aug. 25.—The newspapers are 
agreed that a divergence of views exist in the 
cabinet as to the Spanish government's atti- 
tude in Morocco. While certain of the min- 
isters indorse the course that is being pur- 
sued, others, it is alleged, claim that the role 
created by the Algeciras conference differs 
from that actually being played by Spain. 
According to thé Liberal, Premier Maura 
announced to the members of the cabinet 
that Spain would take the offensive only if 
her troops were directly attacked and that 
otherwise she would rest merely as a spec- 
tator of the internal conflicts that are rending 
Morocco and of what France does if the 
troops of that e, advance into the in- 
terior. 

Powerful Chiefs Join Revolt.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Tangier says that the south 
welcomes Mulai el Hafid, the sultan’s brother, 
who was proclaimed sultan at Marakesh, and 
the coast towns are ready to receive him. 
They are most indifferent to the downfall 
of Mulai Abdul Aziz. 

Three of the most powerful chiefs of the 
Atlas mountains have joined Mula el Hafid 
at Marakesh. All action at Marakesh has 
been suspended until he announces his inten- 
tions. . 


AMERICAN UNION IN COURT? 


Joseph H. Choate Working on New Plan 
at Hague for Alliance of United 
States and Latin States. 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 25.—Joseph H. 
Choate is working on a new plan for the al- 
lotment of judges for the international high 
court of justice, under which the represen- 
tatives of the United States and those of all 
the Latin-American countries will form one 
group. This plan, it ie believed, will dissi- 
pate any feeling arising from the previous 
proposed allotment over the lack of equality 
of any state in the representation of the 
court. 

This union of the whole of the American 
continent, it is considered, would be of great 
importance not only im the establishment of 
the court but asa great political move, rally- 
ing around the United States, as it would, 
all the states of Central and South America. 
Such a plan would insure to the court the 
immediate adhesion of twenty-one countries. 

Adding to these countries Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, and 
Russia, which are also favorable to the prop- 
osition, ‘this would give the court the ad- 
hesion of two-thirds of the countries of the 

world, without taking into account other 
countries whose support is most likely, such 
as the Netherlands, Spain, ~~ and 
Switzerland. 


STOCK LOSSES STUPENDOUS. 


British Magazine ine Will Print a Table 
Showing That Present Quotations 
Represent Slump of Millions. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—The next issue of the 
Bankers’ Magazine will print the table tell- 
ing the tale of millions evaporated on the 
stock exchange by the depreciation of securi- 
ties of all grades and of all varieties which 
the editor likens to survey of a district 
afflicted by some devastating calamity.”’ 

For August the decline in 887 representa- 
tive stocks reached the staggering total of 
$680,000,000. This makes an aggregate of 
$1,725,000,000 since the beginning of the year, 
of which $555,000,000 is in American railroad 
shares, $240,000,000 in British funds, and 
$180,000,000 in English railway and ordinary 
stocks. Judged purely from à percentage 
basis, however, the most serious losses have 
been in the South African market, averaging 


about 25 per cent. 

As regards the month Itself the table indi- 
cates that American railroad securities are 
far in the front with a shrinkage of $200,000, -

Dowager Empress Takes Steps to Curb 
Disloyalty of Military. 


PEKING, Aug. 25.—It is believed tonight 
that Yuan Shih Kal is about to relinquish 
the viceroyalty of Chi Li for the purpose of 
becoming the head of the war department. 
Hia action is said to be due to the realization 
of the central government that its position is 
weaker than ever before and also was 
prompted by the reported maladministration 
of China’s modern army by Tieh Liang, the 
minister of war, whose methods have re- 
sulted in the discontent of 50,000 soldiers 
whose pay is in arrears. 

Yuan Shih Kai, when urged to assume 
office ‘in the central government, before con- 
senting to accept, named the fulfillment of 
certain changes relating to the affairs of the 
war department as a condition. 

The dowager empress has summoned Chang 

ih Tung and Yuan Shih Kali to consider 
the alarming growth of anti-Manchu senti- 
ment. Several viceroys and governors have 
been méemorializing the throne to explain the 
cause of such sentiment. The growing popu- 
lar enmity is dscribed to the failure of the 
dowager’s three edicts in the last six years 
removing the distinctions between Chinese 
and Manchus in intermarriage, abolishing 
the partiality shown to Manchus in law, and 
preventing the favoritism shown Manchus 
in appointments to office. 

The murder of the Manchu governor, En 
Ming, by Chinese and Dr. Sun Yat Sen's 
captured correspondence have greatly ex- 
cited the court. 
reformer urged that China's undivided duty 
was to exterminate Manchu power. These 
revelations have disposed the dowager to- 
ward placing Yuan Shih Kai at the head of 
all defenses.

CLUB SCHEME BROKEN UP. 


Crowds Go to Resort to Find Law 
Reaches ‘‘Chamber of Horrors.“ 


Summer excursionists at South Haven yes- 
terday were unable to find blind pigs In 
any of the haunts so well known to the Sun- 
day crowds from the lake boats. It was the 
first real dry Sunday of the 1907 season, 
and there were thousands of the visitors 
who, coming unarmed with pocket pis- 
tols,’’. suffered the pangs of a thirst all day 
in the streets of the sun blistered little town. 

For several seasons South Haven has been 
dry theoretically, but the blind pigs 
squealed with more or less regularity. There 
was one@haunt especially that had more 
than a local fame. To this the title of “ the 
chamber of horrors had been given by 
the preachers and reformers of the town. 


In Grip of the Law. 

It was because the grip of the law took 
hold of Edward Wason, the alleged proprie- 
tor of “the chamber,” that everything be- 
came suddenly dried up. To Wason was at- 
tributed the distinction:of discovering that 
if blind pigs—or ‘‘ chambers of horrors ’’— 
were called clubs,“ and admission denied 
to all except the holders of membership 
cards, the strong drinks forbidden by the 
local option laws might be sold ad libitum. 

For his temerity in making this discovery 
Wason was arrested Saturday night in the 
resort he is said to have conducted in the 
basement of the Avery Beach hotel, The 
leader of the ‘‘ wets’’ having been apirited 
away to the county seat by deputy sheriffs, 
the spigot industry was halted completely. 


Boldness Cause of Disaster. 

It wae the boldness of Wason’s agents in 
distributing club cards” aboard all the 
boats from Chicago and other ports that 
led to his undoing. Encouraged by Wason’s 
success and his apparent immunity from 
prosecution several of the summer hotels 
are said to have started clubs and dis- 
tributed membership carde”’ as an induce- 
ment to prospective patrons. The proprietors 
of the Avery Beach hotel were arrested once 
and paid a fine, but of late the club was 
said to have been run as a separate enter- 
prise, though still in the hotel basement.

BRAINY, BUT RUINED BY RUM

Mayor Arwin E. Price was held up as a 
“terrible example to the youth of the 
cémmunity by the Rev. J. M. Schneider of

“The saloon,” said the young minister, 
has done more to bring about rotten poll- 
ties in Elgin’s municipal affairs than any 
other force. Nothing proves this better than 


the present mayor, who is a living example 


of the evil effects of the saloon. 
Whole City Feels Mortified. 


“The whole city feels mortified by the , 


mayor's recent conduct. All good citizens 
that I have heard express themselves have 
declared they felt a sense of personal dis- 
grace in the repute that his attached to 
Elgin’s name throughout the country be- 
cause of the mayor’s behavior. 

“As chief executive of the city the mayor 
has set an awful example to the young men 
of the community. The conduct of such a 
high official undoubtedly will have a bad 
influence upon the city’s youth.“ 

Mr. Schneider made a plea for the total 
abstinence of every individual, including the 
mayor. 

The minister who attacked Mayor rrice 
from the pulpjt fought hard to bring about

“Elgin knew ali about Mayor Price's 
habits before it chose him as its chief ex- 
ecutive,” said Mr. Schneider after his ser- 
mon. “ While citizens are deploring his 
recent conduct, which has been outrageous, 
the city really is entitled to no sympathy.

Mr. Schneider prefaced his disparaging re- 
marks about the mayor by saying he was a 
man of brilliant parts, recognized by Elgin 
as an able chief executive. He said the 
mayor was one of many hilllant men the 
saloon had dragged down.

From 
its situation and its relations with the 
rest of the world it is at present much 
less important as a power than Belgium, 
which is an independent kingdom only by 
grace of the greater powers. Belgium 
ranks low among European powers in the 
matter of illiteracy, but nearly twice as 
many people can read and write among 
the Belgians as among the Brazilians, 
of whom 84 per cent are illiterate. 
National pride may be pricked by the 
assignment of the second rank to a na- 
tion, but no amount of bluster or brag 
will make up for the lack of the qualities 
which make a nation great. The nations 


cepted the second rank assigned them are 
just as happy as if they had been put in 
the first rank, where they do not belong. 
Brazil covers fifteen times the ground 
which the German empire covers. It 
would be insanity to consider the two 
nations as of equal importance in the 
| making of history. The Brazilians should 
be philosophical enough to recognize this 
fact and the additional fact that their in- 
j dividual happiness is in no way disturbed 
| by their lack of rank. | 
It is with nations as it is with individ- 
uals; added power brings added responsi- 
| bility, not always greater tranquillity. 
Germany has to keep under arms six hun- 
dred times as many soldiers per square 
mile of territory as Brazil keeps. The 
time may come when the population of 
Brazil will .exce@d that of any European 
| country, Wen its commerce may be of 
more importance than that of the great 
powers of today. When that time comes, 
if it ever does, it will not be necessary 
tor the Brazilian press to call attention 
to the claims of their country to the first

THE WORLD'S MESSAGES. 
From the National Magazine.] 
That we may communicate at will with the 


remotest corners of the earth is so famillar 


afact that we never stay to ponder the more 
curious details. The land lines crisscross the 
sky in our great cities, follow the railroads, 
climb the mountains, and shoot over prairie 
and through’ forest to the ocean. You can 
hardly escape them wherever you go. Their 
red gold glint: allures the Mobanji cannibals 
ot the Haute Congo, or climb 12,345 feet 
above sea level, to weird Titicaca in Peru, 
the loftiest of the world’s lakes, and you 
may flash a message thence to New York or 
Chicago. 

The camel caravans of the Sahara; the 
kangaroos and black fellows’ of Austra- 
lia’s Dead Heart; the elephants of Malayan 
jungleg, and the nomad Mongols of the 
great Gobi desert of Central Asia—all are 
familiar with these nerves of the world’s 
trade. 

Less familiar, perhaps, are the deep sea 
cables, yet their circuit is no less daring. 
The coasts of the continents are fairly 
festooned with them. At least twelve swing 
over ocean abysses between the old world 
and the new: There are three from Land’s 
End, in England, to Lisbon; three from Spain 
to Brazil; two from Gibraltar to Alexandria, 
in Egypt; four down the Red sea, from Suez 
to Aden; three across the Indian ocean from 
Aden to Bombay; two from Madras across 
the bay of Bengal to Penang, and thence on 
by the straits of Malacca to Sumatra, Ja va, 


Australia, and New Zealand. 


Even the cable map of the China sea, For- 
mose strait, and the Yellow sea now com- 
pares favorably with that bt the gulf of Mex- 
ico. In short, these carriers of hundreds of 
millions of the world's messages, trade and 
personal, total 740,000 miles of land wires 
and 173,000 nautical miles ot cable.

The late marquis was one of the most pow- 
erful champions in England of the cause of 
Mnternational arbitration, and not only sup- 
ported by his great political and social in- 
fluence, and by his generous contributions, 
-every practical movement for the settlement 
of international disputes without recourse to 
war but likewise was the first member of 
the house of lords to raise hie voice in that 
assembly in favor of the cause when he 
submitted in July, just twenty years ago, the 
following resolution: 

“That thie house, in view of the increas- 
ing armaments of Buropean nations, is of 
the opinien that the formation of a perma- 
nent international tribunal for the reference 
of national dieputes in the first instance is 
highly desired.“ | 

It ig of interest to recall just at this mo- 
ment, when so vigorous an effort is being 
made by. the American plentpotentiaries at 
The Hague peace congress to establish a 
pérmanent tribunal of this kind, that the 
late Lerd Salisbury, then prime minister, 
opposed and defeated Lord Bristol’s motion, 
on the ground “ that at present he could see 
no prospect of the establishment of such 
an international tribunal.“

The new marquis was a classmate of the 
present prince of Wales, and of the latter’s 
elder brother, the late duke of Clarence, on 
board the Britannia, spent four years as 
midshipman attached to the North American 
squadron on board the Bellerophon, flagship 
of Admiral Sir Edward Inglefield, and saw 
active service in the @gyptian war, especially 
at Suakim, where hp also forméd part of 
the naval brigade employed in the military 
operations on shore. 

He had reached the command of a battle- 

ship by the time that he was pereuaded to 
stand for parliament as representative of 
Bury St. Edmunds, a town with which the 
Herveys have been identified for so long: 
and now that he has succeeded to the mar- 
quisate it is practically certain that he will 
never go to sea again, which is all the more 
to be regretted as he has the reputation of 
— the finest gunnery officer in the ser- 
vice. } 
In the house of commons he achieved note 
mainly by his championing the retention in 
the- navy of the birch as an instrument of 
discipline among the young boys. In speak- 
ing in behalf of the birch, the captain treated 
the house to some interesting details con- 
cerning the birchings which he received 
when at school, and to which he attributed 
his subsequent success in life, priding him- 
self, indeed, on the scars left by the instru- 
ment of torture. 

The late marquis was not rich, in spite of 
his extensive estates, owing to the tremen- 
dous depreciation of agricultural property in 
England; but the new peer is wealthy, be- 
ing married to a wife who ig not only a 
charming and good looking woman but, 
moreover, the daughter and heirees of the 
late G. E. Wythes, the multi-millionaire rall- 
road contractor and partner ot the father of 
Lord Brassey. 

— 

It is needless to state that the Herveys, of 
whose house the new Lord Bristol now be- 
comes chief, were at the battle of Hastings, 
and that they filled high offices in the reigns 
of Henry II., Richard Cour de Lion, and 
King John. But what is perhaps of more 
interest to state is the fact that they have 
been in the possession of Ickworth park, 
their ancestral home near Bury St. Edmunds, 
ever since the war of the roses, the property 
having been brought into the family through 
the marriage of Thomas Hervey to the sole 
child and helress of Henry Drury of Ick- 
worth, in the reign of King Henry VI. 

Ickworth house is an immense but hideous 
place. In fact the eccentricity of its design 
bears eloquent evidence of the fact that it 
was planned by an amateur architect—name- 
ly: the fourth earl of Bristol, bishop of 
Derry. and leader of the Trish volunteer 
movement there, 1779 to 1783. The principal 
feature is a huge rotunda, in which are:situ- 
ated the principal rooms, each of course 
shaped in the segment of acircle. The top 
of the central dome is 150 feet. from the 
ground, and the lofty cupola renders the 
place a landmark from many a mile around. 
The mansion etands in a grand old park of 
about 2,000 acres, heavily wooded with trees 
many. hundreds of years old, and among 
the art treasures that adorn the walls of the 
dining room are two of the most famous 
masterpieces of Velasquez. 

One of the best known members of the 
Hervey family was the one who was the 
favorite of Queen Caroline, consort of 
George II., and the béte noir of Pope, who 
was wont to denounce him in verse as Lord 
Fanny.“ He was a clever writer, however, 
and it is to him that we are indebted for 
some of the most Interesting memoirs of the 
reign of George II. 

The plebelan wife of the third Lord Bristol 
was tried by the house of lords and convicted 
of bigamy by that tribunal for marrying 
Evelyn Pierrepont, duke of Kingston, con- 
cealing from him the fact that she had wed- 
ded Lord Bristol secretly prior to his ac- 
cession to the family honors and while he 
was a mere officer-in the navy, soon aban- 
doning him. Of course, after this trial and 
conviction (she was let off with the mere 
payment of the fees in the case), she ceased 
to be duchess of Kingston. But as Lord 
Bristol considerately forbore from divorcing 
her she remained to the end of her life a 
peeress of the British realm. 

— 

Lord Stradbroke, who is now in Canada 
superintending the work of the British artil- 
lery team there, and who proposes to spend 
some time in. the United States before re- 
turning home, is the chief of the old Suffolk 
family of Rous, one of the best known mem- 
bers of which in modern time was the fa- 
mous Admiral Rous of jockey club and racing 
celebrity. Lady Stradbroke was, prior to her 
marriage, one of the most admired beauties 
in London society, where she was known as 
‘Baby Frater, daughter of the universally 
popular Gen. Keith Fraser, inspector general 
of cavairy, and granddaughter of that won- 
derful old woman Mme. de Falbe. 

It is owing to the intimate friendship which 
existed between Mme. de Falbe and Queen 
Alexandra that the latter makes so much 
of a favorite of Lady Stradbroke and is the 
godmother of her little boy, Viscount Dun- 
wich, 

Lord Stradbroke, though he is a soldier and 
an A. D. C. to the king, is vice admiral of 
Suffolk and as such ‘exercises the preroga- 
tives of lord lieutenant of the county, besides 
enjoying all sorts of old prerogatives with re- 
gard to the coast and the flotsam and jetsam. 
He makes his home at Henham hall, a 
beautiful place of some 12,000 acres, a feature 
of the park being an old tree in which Sir 
John Rous, the first baronet, was hidden 
and fed by his wife, the lovely Elizabeth 
Knevitt, as long as the Roundheads of Crom- 
well were searching for him throughout the 
district. ; 

Later on Sir. Robert Rous and other kin- 


dred Jacobite spirits used to meet around 


this tree to drink to the king over the 
water.“ The mansion dates from the eight- 
eenth century, when it was built on the site 
of a much older house destroyed by fire. 
Lord Stradbroke has a number of sisters, 
one of whom, Lady Augusta Fane, is a fre- 
quent visitor to the United States, and a 
familiar figure in New York society and in 
the Berkshires. Another sister, Lady Hilda 
McNeill, lost her life while endeavoring to 
rescue a little boy from drowning. 

Tcz late Lady Stradbroke was a frequent 
contributor to the London World, and 
it was one of her unfortunate paragraphs 
concerning the alleged and purely imaginary 
elopement of Lord Lonsdale with Lady Grace 
Fane, now couritess of Londesborough, that 


led to the criminal libel suit of Lord Lons- 


dale against the paper, culminating in the 
sentence of its editor, Edmund Yates, to a 
year’s imprisonment, owing to his refusal 
to give the name of the author. The author- 
ship of the paragraph which had been in- 
serted during his absence from England, be- 
came known through other sources than Ed- 
mund Yates before he had served six months, 


apd the remainder of his sentence was re- 


mitted, nor were any steps taken against 
Lady Stradbroke, beyond the late Queen 
Victoria declining to receive her any longer 
at court. f F

Among others, four facts about milk and 
its possibilities should be recalled, First, it 
is used raw, thus affording secure lodgment 
to dangereus bacteria which cooking would 
for the most part kill; second, unlike water, 
its opaque quality conceals dirt, thus making 
it impossible to reject foul milk on sight; 
third, although babies are the chief victims, 
bad milk, mainly through ignorance, is not 
often enough held to be the cause of death; 
and, fourth, complete exclusion of bacteria 
by rigid cleanliness both on the farm and dur- 
ing transportation is a far better and more 
efficient remedy than their destruction by 
pasteurization. 


In “HALF HOURS IN SOUTHERN 
HISTORY Dr. John Lesslie Hall outlines 
entertainingly the salient features of south- 
ern heroism and achievement from the ro- 
mantic pre-reyolutionary period down to and 
including the era of the civil war, and inci- 
dentally states with tolerable succinctness 
the south’s side of the long controversy be- 
tween the sections, The author is professor 
of English and of general history in the 
College of William and Mary. In his preface 
he says that he has tried to be fair, truthful, 
and candid; and it is but just to him to say 
that he shows a pleasing lack of the old 
characteristic feeling. In dealing with 
vexed questions he shows no prejudice or 
rancor. 

Everywhere he is dispassionate and im- 
partial, save when he touches upon what 
he considers as northern interference with 
southern prerogatives. But even in this 
most delicate matter the tincture of sév- 
tionalism is faint indeed. With equal readi- 
ness and enthusiasm he points to the debt of 
the north to the old south for the iatter’s 
assistance in creatinfg the union, and depre- 
cates the flood of biased and inaccurate 
literature that has kept alive bitter sec- 
tional feeling. 

In his concluding pages Dr. Hall pleads 
eloquently for amot patrie —not mere 
local patriotism, but a love of country pos- 
sessing the significancejof the Roman Patria 
or the German Fatherland. The volume ia 
illustrated with many portraite of men prom- 
inent in southern history.

Mr. Selwyn is a young actor who has done 
much creditable work during the years in 
which he has supported prominent stars and 
created important roles in some of the most 
successful plays produced in the last decade, 
and, therefore, his present promotion is not 
an undeserved honor.

POWER FROM WASTE GASES. 
[From the Engineering Magazine.] 

At present about half the coke in Germany 
is preduced in the older style of ovens, which 
burn all their own gas, and from which only 
exhaust heat is available for steam genera- 
tion. The other half of the coke is made in 
by-product: ovens, where the gases are cooled 
and deprived of their tar, ammonia, benzol, 


etc., and are then used partly for heating the 


ovens themselves and for generating steam, 
any surplus being available for gas engines. 
By constructing these by-product ovens on 
the regenerative principle all their gas can 
be used in gas engines. It has been esti- 
mated that the gas and waste heat from the 
coke ovens in Germany are capable of pro- 
ducing from 500,000 to 600,000 horse power, 
according as they are used for steam gen- 
eration or in gas engines or partly for one 
and partly for the other. Coke oven gas 
engines with a total capacity of 44,000 horse 
power were actually in use or in course of 
construction last summer. 

Blast furnace gas is a still more Important 
source of power. With a monthly output of 
1.000, 000 tons of.{ren, which was slightly ex- 
ceeded by the blast furnaces of Germany in 
1906, it is found that they generate enough 
gas to produce 1,000,000 horse power if used 
in gas engines or about half that amount 
if hurned under boilers in connection with 
the best reciprocating engines or steam tur- 
b:nes, and only one-third of a million horse 
power or less if used with steam engines 
such as are often found at metallurgical 
works and mines: The blast furnace gas 
ergine has made rapid progress, and in May, 
1906, there were in operation or in course of 
construction in Germany such engines with 
a total capacity of 372,000 horse power.

ST. GAUDENS’ TASKS ALMOST 
COMPLETED BEFORE DEATH. 
Labor of Reproducing Models and 


Drawings Destroyed by Fire Bravely 
Undertaken by Late Sculptor. 


Cornish, N. H., Aug. 25.—After the fire 
which burned his large studio here and de- 
stro models, drawings, and work in all 
stages of completion about three years dgo, 
Augustus Saint Gaudens, the sculptor, whose 
death occurred recently, labored incessantly, 
although in feeble health, to get the old 
work along and keep up with new commis- 
sions.constantly coming in. 

He worked until within two weeks of his 
death, the last large work coming from his 
hands being a statue of Phillips Brooks, the 
small plaster cast of which is now being en- 
larged in plastoline. 

Work on the allegorical figures which will 
be placed at the entrance of the Boston pub- 
lic library has progressed so as to have the 
rough sketches made in plastoline. 

The McGee medallion, with figures of 
Plenty. with a fountain at the bottom and 
a basrelief of Chris McGee, the donor, at the 
top, which will be Be opposite the Car- 
negie institute in Pittsburg, is done in plas- 
ter, and work on enlargement in plastoline 
is going on. 

The Lincoln statue which is to be placed 

at the entrance of the John Crerar library 
in Chicago, and the statue of Marcus A. 
Hanna, to be placed in the park system of 
Cleveland, O., have been done in bronze and 
will soon be put in their respective sites. 
The statue of Charles Stewart Parnell, 
which is to be erected in Mr. Saint Gaudens’ 
native city of Dublin, has already been 
shipped to that place and will soon forma 
part of the imposing monument, ” be erected 
to the Irish leader.

FIND HIS MATCH? 


Meelick Thought to Be Good 
Enough to Win $40,000 
Futurity Race. 


IS COLT OF RARE SPEED. 


Radtke Says the Youngster Is the 
Best He Has Thrown Leg 
Over This Year, 


Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—In 
Meelick, a strapping and classy looking 
chestnut colt, by Planudes—Ilithyia, John 

E. Madden believes he has a Futurity candi- 
date that may lower the pride of the cham- 
pion and undefeated Colin, if next Satur- 
day’s $40,000 race at Sheepshead Bay should 
be run on a fast track. Jockey Herman 
Radtke, who rode Meelick in the six furlong 
race for the rich Hopeful stakes on Aug. 17, 
says that performance of the colt can be 
thrown out becauge he was running on the 
rails in the deepest going of a muddy track. 

It was wonderful that he could keep up 
with the leaders at allin the early part of the 
race, because the mud was twice as deep 
along the rails, where he was running, as 
on any other part of the track,“ Radtke said. 

He pronounces Meelick a colt of extraor- 
dinary speed and by far the best youngster 
he has ridden this year. 

Meelick’s. weight in the big race next 
Saturday will be 119 pounds, as he is enti- 
tlod to a breeding allowance of three pounds. 
He will meet Fair Play at the same weight, 
Colin at 125, and Jim Gaffney at 130 pounds. 
Colin, of course, looks like the winner on a 
fast track. There is no getting away from 
the superiority of James R. Keene's mar- 
velous youngster, and nothing but the worst 
kind of racing luck seems able to prevent his 
winning. 


Can Beat Fair Play. 


That he can give Fair Play the six pounds 
there ig little doubt, and few seriously enter- 
tain the idea of Frank Farrell's grand young- 
ster, Jim Gaffney, successfully conceding five 
pounds to the Keene champion, if the race be 
truly run and both escape interference and 
misfortune. But Colin may have to extend 
himself to the limit through the last quarter 
if Madden and Radtke are correct in their 
estimate of Meelick. 

Considering the great width of the Futurity 
course, the fact that it is almost a straight- 
away, and the probability this year’s field 
will be much smaller than usual, it seems 
reasonable to count upon the race being tr 
run—at any rate so far asa colt with so much 
speed as Colin is concerned. He is a good, 
post horse and a quick breaker, and the turf 
has yet to see a 2 year old this season that 
can outrun him at any part of a race unless 
his rider is instructed not to force the pace. 

The ease with which Colin held such an 
extra fast colt as Uncle for the first half 
mile of their race for the Saratoga Special 
should insure the champion being right up 
with the front runners in the early part of 
the race for the Futurity. And the ease with 
which he ran around Uncle as they turned 
into the home stretch and then raced away 
from Hildreth’s fast colt should insure Colin 
being able to draw clear of the Futurity field 
before the famous “‘ elbow in the course is 
reached. From the elbow to the winning 
post what colt can catch this amazingly high 
class son of Commando? 


Opinion of Kid“ Weller. 


If Meelick can race astride for stride with 
Colin all.the way and beat him then John 
Madden certainly has another wonder. B. 
J. Weller, who probably has no superior in 
the country in the art of making future books 
on great turf events, says if he were booking 
now on the Futurity Colin would be an 
even money favorite, Meelick or no Meelick. 
Also, he says, Fair Play is apt to be favorite 
the day of the race if the going is heavy, as 
he does not consider the possibility of Jim 


! Gaffney conceding Fair Play eleven pounds 


on any kind of a track. 

Either Restigouche or Peter Quince proba- 
bly will be the Keene second string, or he 
may start both, besides Colin. By winning 
last Saturday’s $10,000 stake race Resti- 
gouche has incurred a penalty of four pounds 
for the Futurity. Being a gelding, as well 
as entitled to a breeding allowing of three 
pounds, his weight will not exceed 120 
pounds. Peter Quince is a maiden, but he 
will not get off with less than 117 pounds 
by the conditions of next Saturday’s great 
race, 

Peter’s effort last Saturday is regarded 
pretty much as only an “airing” by many 
turfmen, despite the fact that from a slow 
beginning he rushed right after and caught 
the leaders in less than three furlongs. 
However, as the winners time was nearly 
three seconds slower than Restigouche’s, 
and Jim Gaffney and Fair Play ran the same 
distance in the stake race an hour previous. 
Peter Quince and his victor, Fort Johnson, 
will have to improve immensely to be for- 
midable in the Futurity.

Policy of Administration for the 
Next Eighteen Months Clear. 


TALK OF TARIFF REVISION. 


Securities Market Continues to Show 
Absence of Buying Power, 


It should now be reasonably clear to bank- 
ing ahd business interests generally what 
will be the policy of the administration dur- 
ing the next eighteen months, and what will 
be the policy of the administration's candi- 
date for the nomination for president. There 
should be little further occasion for either 
anxiety or curiosity as to what the presi- 
dent may say in future addresses. He has 
iterated and reiterated his position and each 
announcement has been substantially the 
Same as the one preceding it coupled witb 
the statement that no change of policy may 
be expected in the future. 

It may be noted in this connection that 
occasionally there is heard isolated expres- 
Sion of either approval or quasi-approval of 
the president’s course in quarters which at 
One time were distinctly unfriendly to the 
administration’s policy. The interview of 
Jacob Schiff is a notable instance of a g0- 
called high financier agreeing with the ob- 
jects of the administration. It can be noted 
also in Chicago that the tone of business 
interests is generally more favorable since 


the things feared earlier as a result of the 


administration policy have not come to pass. 


Tariff Revision Talk. 

The talk now of a revisiom of the tariff is 
something that may be expected to gather 
force and is a subject which will necessarily 
prove disquieting to business interests. It 
will not be a matter of whether the tariff 
should or should not be revised, but it will 
be a business proposition involving the wis- 
dom of purchasing goods before knowing 
what changes in tariff schedules are to be 
However the merchant or manufac- 
turer might desire an increase or a lowering 
of the tariff, he cannot act in a business way 
until he knows what the change is to be, even 
though the change should be in accordance 
with his ideas. 

Tariff discussions as a campaign issue have 
always, therefore, been a disturbing: factor 
in business, and have occasioned more or less 
stagnation until definite action mae heen 
taken: 

The thought suggests itself in this connec- 
tion that a lowering of the tariff will reduce 
the profits of certain manufacturers, and 
may in turn affect wages. There is a distinct 
desire on the part of financial powers to 
bring about liquidation of the labor market. 
The question of the increased cost of living 
is not given so much consideration as the 
simple fact of the high price of labor. 


Securities Market. 

The securities market in the last week con- 
tinued to show the absence of buying power 
on any considerable scale. There was, how- 
ever, abundant evidence of buying for cash 
on the part of the small public. Those who 
have not been in the market for several years 
have begun to make cash investments in- 
stead of speculative purchases. This buy- 
ing on the part of western investors is putting 
into Wall streeet some actual cash and at the 
same time assisting in cleaning up floating 
stocks. The buying mentioned cannot be ex- 
pected to make a bull market, but it will 
help the situation. In the aggregate the vol- 
ume of such cash purchases is large and if 
continued around current quotations will in

Country buyers have been present at all 
of the large distributing centers in large 
numbers the last week, and purchases of 
ail of the staple lines have been heavy. In 
many lines the aggregate purchases were in 
excess of the same period last year, and 
the leading distributers said that there 
seemed to be little if any prospect of a fall- 
ing off in trade. 

In some quarters it is stated that there 
is a tendency towards retrenchment, due to 
the sharp slump in the stock market and poor 
crop indications in some sections, but other- 
wise the business tone seems to be healthy, 
with every prospect of a normally active sea- 
sor. 

Few new developments were noted in the 
iron trade. Numerous orders for small quan- 
tities of pig iron for immediate shipment were 
reported, and there has been a little im- 
provement in inquiries for future delivery. 
No particularly large orders were booked, 
however, although a few sales were made 
for delivery next year. 


Abnormal Situation in Cotton. 

An abnormal situation exists in cotton. 
The demand continues to absorb all the avail- 
able offerings and the mills are running at 
full capacity, in spite of the high price of raw 
materials and expensive cottons. Prices are 
on a high basis, but there are no indications 
of a depression. 

Lead, copper, tin, and some of the other 
metals are weak, and the demand has fallen 
off sharply. Some houses, however, are ex- 
pecting the demand to pick up soon. 

Retail stocks have been reduced in many 
instances by bargain sales, and the back- 
ward spring was more than recompensed by 
the larger sales later of dry goods, clothing, 
and boots and shoes. 


STOCKS LOSE THEIR RECOVERY. 


Brisk Rise in Opening Hour in New 
York Overcome by the Slump 
Which Follows. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—[(Special.J—After a 
brisk recovery at the opening of business, 
during which many issues advanced as much 
as 2% points, the slump again came into 
force yesterday and the general level fell 
even below the opening prices. 

Sentiment was favorably affected by the 
plan of the treasury department to ease 
the money situation, and there were other 
favorable developments, including the state- 
ments of the commercial agencies, which re- 
cartel a continuance of business in good 
volum 

Not al of the day’s news was encouraging, 
however. Advices from the principal indus- 
trial centers were conflicting. There were 
persistent rumors also of another decline 
in the price of copper metal, and the general 
bank clearings showed heavy losses.

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Sharp Advances on Frost North- 
west and Strength Abroad. 


COARSE GRAINS SOAR HIGH. 


Poor Crop Reports and Improved De- 
mand Lift Corn and Oats. 


Frosts in the domestic and Canadian 
north west, pronounced strength in European 
markets, a big and substantial pickup in the 
export trade, and a material increase in the 
domestic inquiry for flour formed ingredients. 
in à bullish elixir that proved effective 
throughout the greater part of last week's 
wheat market. Despite the continued crip- 
pled condition of the telegraph service ous!- 
ness in the pit at times was suggestive of 
activity shown in the “ good old times 
and there was a general dissipation of the 
gloom that hung over the trade the week 
before. The week end quotations, which 
were about %c under the best showings of 
the period, showed net advances ot 5%c for 
September, 5%@5tec for December. and 5%c 
for May, as compared with the final prices of 
the preceding week. 

When the traders entered into operations 
on Monday morning they were confronted by 
the sensation stirring news that frost had 
swooped down on the spring wheat crop in 
northwestern Canada and in sections’ of 
northern North Dakota. his information, 
while lacking confirmation, had the effect 
to create mild panic in the ranks of the 
numerous shorts and to inspire confidence 
among the bulls. Prices were given a sharp 
lift. The following day brought something 
in the way of verifying advices, although 
the information that filteréd through the 
wire blockade was far from satisfactory. It 
was, however, sufficiently atrong to inspire 
caution among the bears. Profit taking was 
responsible for occasional reactions, but 
throughout the week bullish sentiment was 
sound. The later sessions were enlivened 
by messages confirming the frost reports, 
some of which indicated that vaét damage 
had been done to the admittedly backward 
plant. In some sections the grain was said 
to be turning black as a result of the severe 
weather conditions. 


Export Trade a Bull Trump. 

While the first-frost advices formed a big 
cog in the bullish wheel, the firmness abroad 
and the excellent demand for American 
wheat were considered by many traders to be 
the biggest. cards in the hands of the bulls. 
Export business was on a much healthier 
basis than it has been for a year or more, 
advances here being promptly followed by 
the foreigners, who evidently are apprehen- 
sive over the general situation in Europe. 
With the telegraph service unimpaired, af- 
fording prompt communication between buy- 
ers and sellers, there is little doubt that the 
general export trade would have assumed 
much more pretentious proportions. For- 
eigners also were good buyers of American 
flour, millers in the northwest and the south- 
west saying that much improved business in 
the breadstuff is promised for the near fu- 
ture. 

Bears Harp on Heavy Stocks. 

The run of new winter wheat to the prin- 
cipal markets gave evidence of losing pres- 
sure, but the bears endeavored to offset this 
by harping on the heavy holdings of the old 
crop grain, laying special stress on the stocks 
of red winter in this city. The holdings here 
are not far from 17,000,000 bu in private and 
rublic houses. Bulls are inclined to attach 
decreasing importance to the big local stocks 
in view of the general situation abroad and 
the prospects of material shortage in the out- 
turn in the spring wheat territory. gThey 
are satisfied that the seriousness in rope 
has been clearly shown by the readiness with 
which the foreigners have taken our wheat. 


Looks for Higher Values. - 

J believe that the wheat market will work 
higher on legitimate conditions,“ said a mar- 
ket student, “and I do not look for any 
‘ingane’ doings in the pit. Influences are 
not as one sided now as in former years, when 
prices were hoosted to the skies in a hurry. 
Admitting a general shortage the world 
over, traders must take into consideration 
the heavy holdings of last year’s yield. Ul- 
timately, however, I believe that Europe 
w'll be forced to take a big part of the bur- 
densome stocks of red winter—this for the 
reason that she must have it or go without 
good bread flour. The situation inthe north- 
west unquestionably is serious, although the 
extent of real damage from frost cannot be 
determined until warmer weather comes to 
disclose it. The lateness of the crop makes 
it highly probable that the grain will have 
to face more unfavorable weather conditions 
before it crosses the danger line.” * 


Big Bull Turn in Corn, 

Sensational developments marked the week 
in the corn market. The price balloon broke 
away from its moorings and kept up in the 
air the greater part of the week, notwith- 
standing strong currents of realizing. Senti- 
ment was more bullish than it has been at 
any time this year. Increasing evidence of 
unfavorable crop progress, the general belief 
that even under ideal conditions the total 
yield will not be more than two-thirds of the 
„bumper “ outturn of last year, unwilling- 
ness of country holders to sell at highly at- 
tractive bids, and a material improvement 
in the general cash situation were foremost 


among the factors of strength. Week end 


quotations, which were practically the top 
for the week, showed net advances of 5@ 
5%c for September, 6c for December, and 5%c 
for May, as compared to the close of the pre- 
ceding period. 

John H. Wilkins, a dyed in the wool bull on 
the golden cereal,” communicated with 300 
bankers, farmers, and business men in the 
principal corn sections of Iowa, Illinois, and 
Nebraska last week, and almost without ex- 
ception the reports were radically bullish. 
Mr. Wilkins sad. Reports are particular- 
ly bullish regarding the prospects in Iowa, 
where a decrease in acreage and the poor 
stand promise not more than 75 per cent of 
an average yield. All reports agree as to this 
and also that the crop will not be out of the 
way of frost until from Oct, 1 to Oct. 10. 
Advices from other corn producing states, 
while distinctly bullish, are not so radical. 
They indicate, however, a general reduction 
in yield owing to the poor stand, and that the 
crop is from two to four weeks late. Re- 
gardless of weather conditions and possible 
or probable damage from frost, the crop 
prospects clearly warrant extremely high 
prices for the grain, The shortage in the oats 
crop is an important factor in creating a 
higher range for corn. I believe that corn is 
as safe a purchase as any one could ask for.“ 


Oats Join in the Upturn. 

Oats joined in the general upturn last 
week, the earlier sessions being marked by 
unusual activity and pronounced nervous- 
ness. Net advances ef 5%c for September, 
3%c for December, and 3%c for May were 
shown for the week. Practically all the 
erop reports that came into the market in- 
dicated disappointing thrashing results and 
unusually light weights per bu. The move- 
ment from the country has scarcely been 
large enough to care for current require- 
ments, and farmers have shown no marked 
disposition to accept the materially higher 
bids sent out to them. Stocks here and at 
all other leading centers are practically ex- 
hausted, and there is no question that the 
east and the south are in dire straits, Cash 
handlers last week were unable to fill all 
orders from the east. The grading of the 
grain received has been such as to pre- 
clude the probability of the building up of 
burdensome stocks. Patten is conceded to 
be the dominant figure in the market, and 
many a smaller trader has tried to keep pace 
with his actions. The September is badly 
congested, and market students look for a 
severe squeeze before delivery day arrives. 
The more distant months have followed 
the nearby future in such manner as to in- 


| dicate fear on the part of shorts and con- 


fidence on the part of the general run of 


bulls. 
Provisions Quiet and Firmer. 

The provision list reached the end of the 
week with modest gains over the final quo- 
tations of the preceding period, although 
business at all times was dull and almost en- 
tirely devoid of feature. Late in the week 
there was improved buying of January prod- 
ucts by speculators and a few outside in- 
vestors who were attracted by thé probable 
shortage in the corn crop and by the sharp 
discount under the nearer months. The gen-

MANY PERSONS ON VACATIONS 
EXPOSED TO TYPHOID GERMS. 


More than Half of the Oases Investt- 
gated Prove to Have Originated at 
Rural Resorts. | 


Fourteen out of twenty-seven cages of 
typhoid fever investigated by the city health 
department, according to the department's 
bulletin for last week, were ameng persons 
who had been exposed to typhoid germs while 
out of the city for vacations. | 

The bulletin insists that typhoid fever cases 
should be as completely isolated as possible 
not only during the fever but throughout the 
period of convalescence and as long after- 
ward as possible in order to prevent spread 
of the disease. 

The chief medical inspector reported fifty- 
five cases of diphtheria, sixty-eight of scar- 
let fever, sixteen of whooping cough, seven 
of measles, twenty of typhoid fever, and 
four of tuberculosis, This is an increase of 
twelve diphtheria cases and of twenty-five 
scarlet fever cases over.the preceding week. 
Typhoid fever, whooping cough and measles 
have slightly decreased in number @s com- 
pared with the previous week.
